I am writing in response to the Nebraska Department of Education's (NDE) request on December 19, 
2017, for a waiver of section 111 l(b)(2)(D)(i)(I) of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 
196 5 (ESEA) , as amended by the Every Student Succeeds Act (ESSA) , of the requirement that a State 
may not assess using an alternate assessment aligned with alternate academic achievement standards 
(AA-AAAS) more than 1.0 percent of the total number of students in the State. NDE requested this 
waiver because, based on State data for the 2016-2017 school year, the NDE has concluded that it will 
need to assess more than 1.0 percent of students using an AA-AAAS in the 2017-2018 school year. 

After reviewing NDE's request, I am granting, pursuant to my authority under section 840l(b) of the 
ESEA, the following waiver for school year 2017-2018: 

• A waiver of section 111 l(b )(2)(D)(i)(I) of the ESEA so that the State may assess with an AA­
AAAS more than 1.0 percent of the total number of students in the State who are assessed in 
reading/language arts, mathematics and science. 

As part of this waiver, NDE assured that the State educational agency: 

• Will continue to meet all other requirements of section 1111 of the ESEA and implementing 
regulations with respect to all State-determined academic standards and assessments, including 
reporting student achievement and school performance, disaggregated by subgroups, to parents 
and the public. 

• Assessed in the prior school year (2016-2017) at least 95 percent of all students and 95 percent 
of students with disabilities who are enrolled in grades for which an assessment is required. 

• Will require that a local educational agency (LEA) submit information justifying the need of the 
LEA to assess more than 1.0 percent of its assessed students in any such subject with an AA­
AAAS. 

• Will provide appropriate oversight of an LEA that is required to submit such information to the 
State, and it will make such information publicly available. 

• Will verify that each LEA that is required to submit such information to the State is following all 
State guidelines in 34 CFR 200.6(d) (with the exception of incorporating principles of universal
